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Detroit Money Museum Opens 
For Central States Convention 


Admiral Dodson 
Sha pero Curator 


The new money museum of the 
National Bank of Detroit will open 
the week end of April 28 co-in- 
siding with the first day of the 
Central States convention at the 
Sheraton—Cadillac Hotel. 

Under the direction of Rear Ad 
miral Oscar H. Dodson, USN 
(Ret.), the museum was created 
to house the coin collection do 
nated to the bank by Nate S 
Shapero, a director 

The collection of coins, formed 
by Shapero over a period of 40 
years, will be on permanent dis- 
play at the bank’s new main of- 
fice at Woodward and Fort 
streets, Detroit. 

The bank is located within a 
short walking distance from the 
Sheraton—Cadillac Hotel where 
the Central States Numismatic 
Society will hold their i8th an 
nual convention. 

Eighty-two dealers are sched 
uled for bourse tables for the 
three-day convention. The conven- 
tion will feature a_ three-session 
auction conducted by French's of 
Troy, N. Y. Included will be over 
400 lots of gold pieces, 100 lots 
of currency and other numismatic 
items. 

The Detroit Coin Club, host of 
the convention, has adopted a re- 
duced registration fee of $1.50 for 
all persons attending the event 

The Shapero collection has 
earned international fame for its 
scope—it is one of the largest in 
the country. Since his appoint- 
ment as director of the money 
museum in December, Admiral 
Dodson has been cataloging the 
collection and preparing for its 
public exhibition 

Dodson, who holds the highest 
office in the American Numis- 
matic Association, president, is 
well known for his interest in 
numismatics and is a recognized 
authority. in the field 

He is a graduate of the United 
States Naval Academy at Anna- 
polis, Md., class of 1927. For the 
past 30 years he has served with 
the Navy in China, Greece, Bos- 
ton, New York, Peal Harbor and 
the South Pacific. 

During World War II he saw 
action from Guadacanal north to 
the occupation of Japan. He was 
communications officer aboard the 
famous aircraft carrier USS Hor- 
net and was awarded the Silver 
Star ‘‘for conspicuous gallentry 
and intrepeidity in action’’ when 
that vessel was sunk at the battle 
of Santa Cruz. 

After the war, Dodson remained 
with the Navy until August, 1957, 
when he retired with the rank of 
rear admiral. He taught at the 
University of Illinois until he 
joined the National Bank of De- 
troit last winter. 

As a special feature for the 
women attending the conventon, a 
trip is planned to the new money 
museum where Admiral Dodson 
will greet them. The trips are 
planned for both Friday and Sat- 
urday. 

In addition, a luncheon for the 
women will be provided by the 
Detroit Coin Club on Saturday at 
noon in the private dining room of 





England Refined Metal 
For First 3 Cent Piece 

Nickel used in striking the three 
cent pieces of 1865 was mined in 
the United States but sent to Eng- 
land for refining. 

The metal was sent in the form 
of matte or a mixture of crude 
ores. After refining in England it 
was returned to the Philadelphia 
mint, where it was alloyed with 
copper. 

Three cent pieces of 1865 were 
the first nickel alloy coins struck 
in America.

50 Cent Centennial Coins 


Special 50 cent coins are being 
issued to commemorate the cen 
tennial of the Dakota Territory 
throughout South Dakota. The 
first coins were issued April 6. 

Made of bronze, the coins bear 
the official centennial seal which 
was chosen by the Dakota Terri- 
tory Centennial Commission. It 
was designed by Lowell Hanson 
a commercial artist for the Sioux 
Falls (S.D.) Argus—Leader 

Appearing on the obverse of the 
coin is a three dimensional repli- 
ca of the seal. It shows a cov- 
ered wagon drawn by oxen as it 
carried a family into the “new” 
Dakota Territory 100 years ago. In 
the background are two Indians, 
Mt. Rushmore, a jet airplane, 
and representations of farms, 
fields, grazing lands, rivers and 
dams. 

The reverse bears the value, 
50 cents, and states that the coin 
will be used throughout the state 
by merchants. It also bears the 
fact that the coins may be re- 
deemed at the State Centennial 
headquarters

Widow's Mite Background 
Proves Small Biblical Value 


“And there came a certain poor 
widow, and she threw in two 
mites, which make a farthing.” 
Mark 12:42. 

This famous passage from the 
Bible creates great interest as re- 
searchers establish the_ back- 
ground of the coin, the widow's 
mite and it’s value. 





The mite is a lepton, the small- 
est of Greek and Syriac coins. 
The word “‘leptos’’ means very 
small. The word mite is English 
and was formerly a weight repre- 
senting the 20th part of a grain. 

This term fell into disuse cen- 
turies ago, but it was employed 
in the translation of the New 
Testament to represent the word 
lepton, simply because it was so 
very small. 

It is believed that there was no 
Jewish or Hebrew coin so small 
as the lepton, as some students 
agree. People of that day depend- 
ed upon outside coins for their 
circulation. Even their money 
terms were those of the Syrian- 


Greek empire and of Rome, as 
described in the Bible. 
What few copper or bronze 


pieces they had, struck by local 


princes were limited and now very 
rare, were large enough to bear 


a show of devices and inscriptions 
for which the lepton was too mi- 
nute, it is theorized. 


The mite has a diameter of 
three-tenths of an inch.and weighs 
10 grains. On one side only letter- 
ing is discernible, on the other 
side a mint monogram such as 
was common in that era. It is 
much like the letter ‘‘x’’ with a 
line crossing it near the top. It 
is difficult to tell whether it 
Samaritan, Syriac or Greek. 

One mite, which is part of a 
display in the U.S. coin | collec-

tion at the Smithsonian, was found 
among the rubbish of a temple 
grounds in Jerusalem. Perhaps it 
could be the very mite presented 
by the widow. 


How much did this famous off- 
ering amount to? There is obscur- 
ity and confusion about the coin 
tables at this time of history. One 
estimate has it that the lepton 
was about one-fifth of a cent in 
our money, or 80 to the drachma 
(denarius) which was 15 or 16 
cents. 

But the purchasing power of the 
drachma was probably as great 
in that day as our dollar is to- 
day. So the value of @ lepton 
could be interpreted at about one 
cent. 

The treasurer, however, would 
not take a gift less than two 
lepta, so it follows that the poor 
but liberal woman must have con- 
tributed fully two cents.

America nearly had a Mexican 
mint located in San Francisco a 
century ago. 

The Mexican eight real coin 
provided the official medium of 
exchange.in China for more thah 
two centuries. Mostly, the pieces 
of eight were minted in Mexico 
City. Getting them to China re- 
quired a long, tedious and 
dangerous — overland trip before 
reaching the sea. 

Animals pulling cartloads of 
pesos up steep mountain roads 
often lost their footing, slipped 
and dumped their loads. Streams 
were forded and loads sometimes 
were lost in these swollen waters. 
If these two hazards were over- 
come, the drivers still had to risk 
bandits, who became more plenti- 
ful and fierce as the years wore 
on. 

Once the coins were loaded 
aboard ship at Acapulco or (least 
often) San Blas, the coins might 
be lost to pirates. Storms fre- 
quently blew the ships far off the 
course and calm seas delayed the 
ships, increasing the threat of the 
dread scurvy. Inland mints were 
established, but they were so far 
from ports that the problem 
remained. 

One William M. Churchwell of 
New York concocted a plan in late 
1860 or early 1861 to have Mexican 
pieces of eight minted in San Fran- 
cisco for shipment to China. Cali- 
fornia was by then part of the 
United States, but Churchwell saw 
no drawback there. Discovery of 
gold had led to private coinage in 
California, to meet demands for 
money. There were several coin- 
ing firms—and an assay depart- 
ment—in San Francisco. 

Churchwell sold a big New York 
firm on the idea of financing the 
scheme and his trip to San Fran- 
cisco. He also did a selling job on 
the Mexican government. But in 
the contract he placed his own 
name along with that of the firm 
he represented so that he ap- 
peared a partner 
profits. 
and the Mexican congress delay- 
ed action, then repudiated the 
deal. 

This plan, if it had been car- 
ried out, might have led to estab- 
ishing the San Francisco mint 
earlier. It might also have given 
the United States an “in” on use 
of its dollar in China. That was 
something business men wanted, 
indicated by the minting of 
trade dollar some 12 years 
It proved a failure.

Coin Conditions Are Exact; 
Use Standard Grading System 


Coin conditions have exact mean- 
ings. Only collector’s interpreta- 
tions of these grades differ. 

Standards of coin grading have 
been established by collectors and 
dealers by a custom of usage over 
a long period of time. Brilliant 
uncirculated, for example means 
the same irrespective of time or 
place — it is an exact term used 
by numismatists to denote a pre- 
cise condition. 

Each coin, however, must be 
graded by an individual. Being hu- 
man he must interpret the grad- 
ing standards and apply these to 
coins. 

A collector - dealer team of 
Martin R. Brown and John W. 
Dunn have written the best hand- 
bouk for coin conditions in their 
pamphlet: ‘tA Guide to the Grad- 
ig of United States Coins.” 

When dealers say in their ads 
they grade by Brown & Dunn they

History Of Spanish Coins 
Danish, Austrian Numismatics

Three new coin books have 


come from Europe recently. They 
are written on Spanish, Danish 
and Austrian numismatics. 


The history of Spanish coins is 
the subject of a book written by 
Senor Gil Farres, a professor of 
numismatics at the National Li- 
brary in Madrid 


This work is perhaps the first 
complete study of hispanic coins, 
beginning with the earliest Span- 
ish coinage under the influence of 
Greece and Rome, and ending 
with the coins minted in 1937. 


Of interest to American collec- 
tors, chapter 19 deals with the 
coins of the Spanish colonies of 
America and the coinage of the 
Philippines under the kings of the 
House of Bourbon. 


Published in 1959, Historia de la 
Moneda Espanola, illustrates 426 
coins in 415 pages. Quoted at $7.80 
for postpaid shipment to the U.S., 
it was published at 400 pesetas.

Russia lesned 
Coins In Alaska 
For Fur Traders 


Coins for Alaska was a prob- 
lem for Russians back in the 
days of the czar when fur trapping 
was a bonanza in that northern 
territory. 

Russian copper coins were the 
first thing in which they payed 
the natives. But the moment they 
saw the first grinning native Alas- 
kan bargaining in a British store 
they withdrew their coins. 


Next pay day the natives re- 
ceived leather money, good only 
in Russian stores. 

Ivan, czar at the time, decreed 
that the leather money was the 
only lawful currency for Alaska, 
and that the natives and the Rus- 
sian traders themselves could not 
bargain with-foreigners. 

There was to be no more pro- 
viding of wants from British trad- 
ers. The Russians were bound 
they would preserve the trade 
monopoly. 

With the arrival of the Ameri- 
rans in Alaska the leather money 
disappeared. 


Another amusing variety of 
Alaskan money was known as 
schnaps money. There were two 


denominations—one good for a full 
drink and the other good for half 
a drink. 

The full drink coins were used 
to pay the officers of the Russian 
American Fur Company, while 
the half pieces were given to the 
Indians. 

The officers were, by contract, 
entitled to a certain number of 
drinks a month, accoding to their 
rank and _ station. The number 
varied from 30 to 90 a month, and 
coins representing these drinks _ 
were paid together with the sal- 
ary. 

The holder of a coin could ex- 
change it for his quota at a cer- 
tian bar each day. 





Longest Named Coin Is 


Trihemitetartemorion 


The longest name ever given to 
a coin was trihemitetartemorion. 

This lengthy term was a denom- 
ination in one of the monetary 
systems of ancient Greece. Origin- | 
ally a weight it was a division of | 
the obol which was the earliest 
form of iron bar money. | 

By Roman times it had degen- 
erated into a low valued bronze | 
coin. Its value was three-eighths 
of the obol. 

Ironically, at one time two tri- 
hemitertaremorions and two of a | 
companion piece, hemitetartemor- | 
ions, equaled the obol, one of the | 
shortest-named coins.
